When the first and third groups are compared, the technical feature 
common to the two groups is an indicator lamp having "a lens for a 
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ref lected from the lens body" stated in claims 1, 6. However, the technical 
feature is well known as disclosed in, e.g., the above documents. 
Therefore, the technical feature cannot be considered as a special 
technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2, second sentence. 
Between the two groups, there exist no other technical features considered 
as special technical features. Consequently, the two groups are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept. 

When the second and third groups are compared, the technical feature 
common to the two groups is an indicator lamp having u a lens for a 
light-emitting element for forward projecting light emitted from a 
light-emitting element disposed at the bottom of a lens body and totally 
reflected from the lens body" stated claims 4, 6. However, the technical 
feature is well known as disclosed in, e.g., the above documents. 
Therefore, the technical feature cannot be considered as a special 
technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2, second sentence. 
Between the two groups, there exist no other technical features considered 
as special technical features. Consequently, the two groups are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept. 

Therefore, since no technical relationship among the first to third 
groups prescribed in PCT Rule 13.2 can be seen, it is obvious that the 
first to third groups do not mutually comply with the requirement of 
unity. 

Further, the invention of independent claim 4 of the second group 
is well known since it is disclosed in, e.g., the above documents. 
Consequently, there exists no technical feature common to claims 4, 5 
considered as a special technical feature. 

Therefore, since no technical relationship among claims 4, 5 of the 
second group prescribed in PCT Rule 13.2 can be seen, it is obvious that 
the two inventions the first to third groups do not comply with the 
requirement of unity 

Consequently, it is concluded that this international application 
contains four inventions lacking unity as listed in items 1 to 4 . 
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
